Licenſed, Aug. 20, I 68 9. : Z F. 
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N continuance of my Advice, theſe are to in- 
form you, [That on Saturday che 3d of Auguſt, 

we weighed at three in the morning, and ſtood 

out from Ouſely Bay, the Wind weſterly. About 

Ten we got into the Downs; and diſcovered on ro 
the Leeward, the Hish- Land of france, and the Good- 
2yv!m, Abour T'wo wr the afternoon we came to+:an 
Anchor betore Deal, where we diſcovered oft of the 
Foreland two ſmall Veſſels, which appear'd to be ſome 
that went before, and promis'd to meet us in Dover 
Road, The C «Ptain gf one of thera came aboard about 
Three, and'/breutghr us News that a little Dutch Pri- 


vateer had tha: ſame week brought Eleven Prizes into 


this PIace, 


but a 11 freighted with French Goods. 

Acout Five the Porſer went aſhore for freſh pro- 
vitions. "The Captain intended to fail again the fine 
nigh: for Dover, and toward the Ifte of Wight ': He 
fired the Gun accordingly, preparing to ſtand away, 
ſeveral of the Fleet being already under ſail, But while 
we ſtaid for the Purſer, the Wind chopr about more 
to the weſterly : on which he chang*d his Reſolution, 

and moor'd in Deal Road, 

Saturdaythe qth. the Wind continued till -at the 
fame points, or rather c2me about more ſoutherly : So 
we were forc'd to ſtay hete all day. 

Atter Evening Service, came up. the brave Captain 
Pottinger, in his little Fantau, which we ſo long want- 
ed ; who came aboard us, and gave us an account that 
the Dragon Sloop hes yet about ' Graveſend. or he 
_ and ſtays for Orders. * 

Here we firſt heard the News that the Toula NR 
Iron of FrenchMen of War was got intoBreff,,Andthe 
Orerty paſſage of the grear Galeon, one of the richeſt 
Laden of all the Spanifh Fleet, then homeward bormd, 
which being (eparated trom the reſt, put neo A little 
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ome pretended Hamburgers, one Iriſh, 
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From on Board the Hanmbal, Aug. 14. 1689. 


Creek juſt at that Inſtant that the French went by ; 
and being juſt got in, diſcovered them; on which, 
you'll believe, ſhe lay very cloſe, till chey all paſt by 
withour ſeeing her, and ſo the prey got out of their 
clutches, and they got ſafe into their own Harbour. 

Monday morning Auguſs 5. at Two a Clock, we 
had a fair Eafterly ”Wind came up, with which we 
ſer ſail from the Dons: 

We hear here we are delign'd, after we get to our 
Port at High-Lake by Cheſter, for Loughfoyl and Lon- 
don Derry; whence 1 hope to give yqu/an account of 
more material pafſages, our Men being all as refoly'd 
and chearful as ſo good a Cauſe can- make *em. 

Aupuft 14. High-Lake near Cheſter, 

Sir,* You had eng lconer from me according to 
pronuſe,* but that we touch: no where atter we left 
Deal, till we came to an Anchor at our Port of High- 
Lake, «and the Boat went away before I had fiſhed 
my laſt; ſo you've now two together, _ 

Aupuſt 5. As I told you in my laſt, we ſet Gail from 
the Downs about T'wo in the morning, but after Din- 
ner,'the Wind {lackning, we were almoſt becalm'd, 
and ſo came to an Anchor in Dover Road over avainſt 
Dower Caſtle. | 

Between 2 and 4 we ſaw a Gale.commg;{o weigh'd 
again,'and-by 8 in the mornuig Auguſt 6. raisd the 
Ifle of Wight. 

Abourtthe ſame time we ſaw a Sail toward the Coaſt 
of France, and ſent off the Nawy Yacht, one of our 
Hoys; and the Fantas to ſpeak rel her, who about 
1 0{came'up with ker, and found her an Oſtender, but

knowing but *twas a trick-to.get from.us, we kept *em 
till we came over =O. Plymouth, where meeting the 
Privateer 
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Privateer who took'em, and they confirming what 
had before been ſaid, we turn'd her oft for Plymonth, 
baving before taken her in a Tow ; but this happen- 
ed not till Fridey Auguſt the 9th. 

Wedneſday Auguſt 7. We rais'd the Beak of Port- 
land, and the Shores of Dortſetſhire. | 

Thur{day morning. Auguſt 8. About 4 in the 
morning we ſaw two Sail to the Leeward and ſul- 
peed *em French-men, they ſtill keeping off, and 
having no Colours out. About 7 Captain Poxrmmger, 
and Captain Pet. of the Navy Yacht came aboard, 
having the ſame apprehenfions, Ar 8 we ſpread our 
Colours on our Ancient Staft, and they not anſwermg 
with theirs, we concluded without more adoe they 
were Enemies. We ſaw they were men of War, and 
Stout Ships ſo prepared for an engagement in earneft. 
We gaye the ſignal, and rhe Commanders came a- 
board. We ftav'd our Cabins, cut down our Ham- 
macks, heav'd Cheſts over: board, and the Seamen 
made all ready with the greareft brisknets and courage 
imaginable. And after having cleared our Ship, ſhor- 
ted all oor Guns, nail'd down our Harches, and done 
what's uſual in ſuch cas, bore up cowards fome of 
our Fleer, who were run 4 head of us, and being with- 
out defence. would ſoon fall into the Enemies mouth, 
We haſt juit got up our ſmall Arms, and every man 
to his Qu1arter, bearing away to 'em as faſt asall the 
Sail we could make wou'd carry us when they both 
lowr*: their Top-Sails,and pur ont Orange Colours on 
whi-!. our Seamen were all very Meiancholy having 
lol, 1-1 a fair occaſion of trying rheir valour, when 
they - 11ghr rhey were now ſure ofit beyond difap- 
point: 4+, This happened about ſeven or eighth 
Leapu + 16 the Weſtward of Portland. 

The ©: morning we diſcovered another Sail a 
great way - *cern of us, after which we fent two of 
our Catches. ':t ſhe our-fail'd *em both, came under 
our Lee, ana '/ rd her Top-Sail, but did not careto 
ſpeak with us, {mn which we far'd a Gun, and brough: 
her under or 5rern, with 'Trumpers ſounding and 


Drums beat Which weanſwered with what Mu- 
fick we had + :n they came up with us, they appear- 
ed tobe a E  \ Privateer, with fourteen Guns, and 
ſixPetereero -. ] eighty rwo men. They gave us three 
Guns andz -!::er which we returned, and fo parted 
they to1d'u '' y were bound for the Sea, which was 
all rheaccor © we could get of *em. | 


' Saturday orning, Auguſt 10. One of our Catches 
rook a (malt Boat' bound from France to Galloway in 
ireland, loaden with Salt. He had been raken by 
the ſame " Flufhinger we met on Thurſday, who had 
taken the firft, * who had alſo forme men aboard her. 
There were in bcr Engliſh, Detch, and Irah. The 
 Englijmman {| think her Maſter. } told us 'that he 
came from before Ereſt ſome few days paſt, where he 
faw the French Ficet ready to/leavesr, about ewenty 
already beg got out of the Hurbour : And ay they 
were 2bour fevemty Sail, We ler ham go again, and 
doubled.the Lizzard point, :: nd got into Mowntsbay, 
and dilcovercd the Mountabout twelve at Noon, | 
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In the afternoon as well as all the day before, we 
heard ſeveral Broad-{ides, and a great many hundred 
Guns to theCoaſt of France. About four aClock we heard 
a great blow the ſame way,and immediately atrer ſaw 
a huge Pile of ſmoak riſe trom the place where we 
heard the blow. This was ſeen by moſt of our Fleet, 
and is concluded ſome Ship or other blowa up. 

Sunday and Menday we made the belt of our way 
towards our Port, with tair Winds, and fine Weather. 

Momday in the afternoon, abeut 3 a Clock, we ſaw 
the Welch Land, and two ſtrange Ships ahead of us ; 
on which we tack, for the reſt of our Fleet, and to ger 
the Weathergage. About 6 we came up with *em, 
and found *em a Yacht and a Smack, who confirm'd 
the happy News we heard from Weymouth, of the 
Relief of Derry ; "They alſo told rhat Admiral Herbert 
and our Ficet, about Eighty. Sul, were uf of the old 
Head of King ſale, whence they lately came, and were 
now again going to 'em. 

In the evening we came up with ſome little Iſlindss 
and about 12 at night paſt the Biſhop and his Clerks, 
without any of all thoſe Bugbears Hickeringal! ralks 
of. We found *em very peaceable Rocks ; they let 
us all go by without touching us, though had we 
ha d a fancy to try hard-heads with *em, *tis ten to one 
we had got the worſt on'. ; 

Thurſday we ſaw Bardley Iſland, and the main 
Land of Wales, and a parcel of Mountains, one 

' would think high enough to break the Goats necks 
that clamber ro.the tops of 'erm, In the evening We 
came up with Angleſey, whither in the night moſt of 
our Fleet ſtole away trom us, and got to an Anchor 
in Beaumarys Bay. 

Wedneſday 14. We took a Pilot on board, got 
round the Sand-bank, and came to 2n Anchor in our 
Port of High-Lake. In working, our Ship abour to 
get her into the Harbour, the Wuid being {on:-what 
againſt ys, one of our Men was beater agamit the 
[ices of the Ship with a Rope, and raken up tor 
dead, hur he recovered, and 1s like ro fo weil z all 
tne misforruncs we yet mr; with in cur Voraye. 

They tell us here that Duke Scoomberg went off for 
Ireland with a tair wind, on /Zuxday leti, win, abour 
I 3000 men, and the reftt we had Shipping: to tollow 
him as faſt as poflible. "There is now with uS ar 42:gh- 
lake the Dartmouth Frigot,which fired againtK:/zzore, 
while relief went into Derry, there is upon the {hore 
Jalt ready to embark for Ire/2vd my Lord Lucas his 
Regiment, and other Soldiers.
